The Clampers were orga¬ 
nized during the Gold Rush 
Days and became popular 
during the days of Secret So¬ 
cieties and solemn oaths. The 
Clampers became sort of a 
parody of these fraternal or¬ 
ders, but they took on a seri¬ 
ous side as well. They dedi¬ 
cated themselves “to conse¬ 
crate, not desecrate” and to 
“care for the widow and the 
orphans, but especially the 
widow.”

Vine because of its historical 
importance and listing in the 
Guiness Book of World 
Records. 

Phyllis Chapman gave a 
summary of the Vine’s his¬ 
tory, detailing the Vine’s 
humble beginnings, when 
Mrs. Alice Brugman pur¬ 
chased a one gallon pot of 
wistaria for 75 cents because 
“They say wistaria grows 
fast.” 

In 1913 the Brugman 
home was sold to H.T. 
Fennell who is credited with 
building the arbors and per¬ 
gola to support the weight. 


Many believe that it was 
these supports that allowed 
the vine to flourish and sus¬ 
tain. The Vine grew and 
eventually took over the 
house. In less than 20 years, 
the Vine had grown over the 
entire two-story house. 
Fennell first allowed visitors 
to view the plant in 1916. 

Many groups have spon¬ 
sored festivals and fetes over 
the years, including the 
Women’s Club, the Volun¬ 
teer Fire Department, the 
Masonic Lodge, the Board of 
Trade and the Clampers.

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Arboretum 
Walks 


Wheelbarrows, pipes, picks and shovels — all have been 
accessories used for the installation of a new look to the en¬ 
trance of The Arboretum. The lawn, trees and plantings give 
a hint of what we might see inside the grounds. 

Immediately we noticed the contrasting foliage of the sil¬ 
very-grey Convolvulus cneorum, the red-brown cannas, and 
the bright green lawn. The effect is both cooling and lush. 
Senior Gardener Mark Bell, tall and in a straw hat. was work¬ 
ing in the area and we asked him about his design plan. 

Mark said he used the tropical tone of the existing coral 
tree and two stands of palms as the touch points of his design 
for the area just by the handicapped parking. The palms, both 
Phoenix reclinata and Washingtonia robusta, and the coral 
tree were moved in large boxes when the current administra¬ 
tion and library buildings were completed in 1958. 

Broad leaves and colors of red and yellow enhance the 
tropical feel. Phormiums from New Zealand are large and 
bold with sword shaped leaves. These particular specimens 
show stripes of red and cream and green in their foliage and 
are especially handsome when the sun shines through them. 
Also strong and bold statements are made by Agaves from 
Mexico. Dwarf Nandina, Cuphea, and yellow day lilies are 
add warm color to the palette. 

Serving as a backdrop to this area are selections of trees 
and shrubs that have been introduced by The Arboretum in¬ 
cluding the parent tree of the very popular Chorista ‘Lasca 
Beauty’. This variety has dark pink colored flowers. Bloom¬ 
ing right now is another spectacular Arboretum introduction. 
Cassia lyptophylla. The tree with its large yellow blossoms 
is familiar along the median strip on Baldwin Avenue. An¬ 
other introduction . ‘Petite Salmon’ oleander, has become a 
workhorse of freeway plantings.

Krafft. the Hodson Trust, must be frustrated with the general 
softening of the real estate market in the recent past and the 
long marketing time of the property. It is misguided, however, 
that they have chosen to focus their attention to the historic 
designation of the property as a major sales deterrent and in- 
fringenrtent of their property rights. 

Mr. Woods, representing the Trust, suggests that this com¬ 
promises the rights of property owners. I would argue that 
when placed in the context of Sierra Madre as a community, 
each property owner benefits from Sierra Madre s commit¬ 
ment to historical relevance. 

In emphasizing this tradition. Sierra Madre recently 
adopted the Mills Act. which can provide financial incentives 
for preservation of the rich, but threatened, heritage of historic 
resources. To this end. the Cultural Heritage Commission 
wants to work in a proactive way with property owners to help 
encourage conservation and preservation ot these resources. 
The Krafft Estate is the original home of the builder and ar¬ 
chitect of the original Congregational Church and the former 
residence of two of the first members of the original City 
Council, the Board of Trustees. The estate represents an im¬ 
portant link to the city’s origin. Furthermore, the house and 
its outbuildings have sustained little exterior or interior remod¬ 
eling, and have retained much of the original character-defin¬ 
ing features that enhance the property’s historic integrity. 

The Commission is charged with serving as an advocate 
for the historical integrity of Sierra Madre as a whole. The 
real question is if an individual property owner should have 
the right to represent, manage, or develop his property regard¬ 
less of its impact on other landowners and the community. 
This has, and continues to be, a topic of nationwide debate.

California Flexing 
Muscle In Congress

Illegal immigration is a national problem than demands a 
concerted federal response. The House of Representatives 
made a critical statement of support for that proposition last 
month, dedicating significant resources to relieve California 
taxpayers of an expensive problem due directly to the failure 
to enforce our borders. For the first time, the federal govern¬ 
ment will carry a large part of the expense of housing in state 
prisons the illegal immigrants that commit felony crimes in 
the United States. 

Incarcerating illegal immigrant felons in state prisons is not 
a small problem. The General Accounting Office estimated 
last year that the cost to states nationwide is at least $650 
million a year. California’s incarceration costs exceed the 
other 49 states combined, at $400 million a year. There is no 
question that enforcing immigration laws is a federal respon¬ 
sibility. Therefore, the costs of the federal government’s fail¬ 
ure in that area should be borne by the federal government. 

Last year, for the first time. Congress provided states with 
some funds to compensate for the cost of incarcerating ille¬ 
gal immigrant felons. However, as those funds were perceived 
as largely destined for California, an anti-California backlash 
yielded just $ 130 million for reimbursement. 

This year, California’s congressional delegation finally 
showed the clout needed to get our state’s taxpayers what they 
deserve — a meaningful contribution from the federal gov¬ 
ernment. The appropriations bill that funds prison reimburse¬ 
ment includes $500 million for illegal immigrant felon incar¬ 
ceration reimbursement, more than triple the amount provided 
last year. 

When the bill was considered by the full House last month. 
Rep. Alan Mollohan of West Virginia dffered an amendment 
to transfer millions from the illegal immigrant incarceration 
reimbursement fund to a program that would benefit every 
other state at the expense of California. “There is a net loss 
only to one state,” Mollohan stated. That is California. For 
every other State in the Union, it is a net gain.” 

This anti-California rhetoric was echoed by Rep. Bart 
Stupak. of Michigan. “It makes sense for 49 of the 50 States 
in the Nation.” The House voted 256 to 171 to reject the ap¬ 
proach that values spreading federal dollars all around the 
country, with the new majority clearly rallying behind the need 
to address illegal immigration. 

The new majority in the House of Representatives recog¬ 
nizes that the economic health of California is critical to the 
economic health of the nation. Based on the yardstick of geL 
ting things done, California is finally getting the attention it 
deserves.

Should you appraise your 
home hefore putting it on 
the market? 


It isn t necessary, because rarely 
does an appraisal have anything to 
do with the price the seller will ac-

First, to determine the asking ^ 

price, a seller’s agent will look at / 
the "comps,” —the price for ———

Based upon these prices, the seller should adjust what 
they are asking. For example, if similar properties in 
the area are selling for $210,000, then trying to get

The appraisal process used by a licensed appraiser 
is more theoretical than a "comp," and doesn't predict 
what a buyer will be willing to pay. Why would anyone 
get an appraisal then? Although rarely needed by buy¬ 
ers or sellers, appraisals are normally required by lend¬ 
ers who are considering making a loan. 

However, sellers of expensive, custom homes may 
get appraisals, because there may not be any homes 
in the area that compare. Buyers of these one-of-a- 
kind homes will also have more confidence in an ask 
ing price that is supported by an appraisal. 

Before determining an asking price, sellers should 
give their agent a list of major improvements done to 
the home, such as a new roof or upgraded heating 
system. This will help the agent consider all the fac 
tors when recommending a price. It will also put him or 
her in a better position to sell the house—and all of its 
features—for the best possible price.
